receive from the leaders of the Movement an account of their 
ewardship, during the past two vears, of the material and 
ralresources that have been placed at their disposal for the 
vutlding of the Jewish National Home. But by the accidents 
fortuae rather than by design, for the. fortuitous play. of 
cumstanee often builds more securely than the ablest 
mscious planning, Congress has become something more than 
the general assembly of the adherents of the Zionist Movement. 
li has become the one generally recognised World Jewish 
Assembly. It is not the representatives of a mere movement 
\ ho gather together every two vears. but the deputies of a 
pcople, able to take stock of the Jewish position all the world 
over and to act as the mouthpiece of the resurrected nation. 

Upon the individual members of Congress, therefore, ther 
ies a heavy burden of responsibility. This vear, indeed, their 
responsibility is all the greater since never before have so many 
individual Jews indicated their formal adherence to the Move- 
ment by taking the Shekel.’ And this in itself is a symptom 
of the unusual gravity ‘of the Jewish position in the world, 
as Well as a recognition, that it is Palestine. aud Palestine 
stlone, that- can provide a material and a spiritual haven for 
~ the tribe of the weary breast and wandering foot.” 

We do not propose to dwell here at length on the problems 
that lie before Congress. The miore important of them are 
recapitulated in a special article that appears-elsewhere in this 
issue. During the past two vears they have been abundantly 
dealt with in these pages. Of the internal problems of the 
Movement, however, one in particular needs stressing—the 
question of leadership. We are not concerned in canvassing 
the claims of particular individuals to seats on the Executive. 
The problem is a much more difticult and delicate one than that, 
{t is the problem of ensuring that the Congress proceedings 
shall afford an opportunity to potential leaders of showing 
of what sort of stuff they are male. If the momentum 
of the Zionist Movement is not to slacken there must be found 
worthy successors to the great men who have led it up to 
now. And such men cannot be manufactured; they can only 
be sought out and encouraged. It need scarcely be said that 
mere ability to lead a party or even to achieve distinction 
in the Zionist ranks in one’s own country is not in itself a 
sufficient criterion of capacity to pilot an international 
movement. Regard must be had to the faculty of winning the 
confidence of the‘Governments of the Powers who must be dealt 
With, in particulaathe. Mandatory, and of giving te Movement 
‘8 & whole, in Poland or the United States, in Palestine or South 
Africa, a sense of leadership. The Movement must always ke 
sreater than any constituent party, however large its member- 
ship. There can be no severer test than that of being called 


Upon to sink one’s own personal predilections for the sake of a 


common cause. It is a test that too often leaders of parties in 
the Movement have failed to pass. In so critical a juncture in 
Jewish history as this we are not expecting too much of them 
in asking them © rise to the occasion. 
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Of the external problems, the most important is undoubtedly 
the question of the proposed Legislative Council in Palestine. 
On this point there is practical unanimity among Zionists of 
every shade of opinion. The Jewish objections have been 
advanced ad nauseam, but up to the present there has been no 
sign that their reasonableness has been admitted by the Pales- 
tine Administration or by the Colonial Office. Fortunately 
there are hopes that the Jewish case, impalpable and tenuous 
though it may seem to the bureaucratic mind, will not seem so 
unreasonable to the British Public. An admirablearticle in yester- 
day's TimMEs, from the pen of that newspaper's Jerusalem corres- 
pondent, contained a forcible exposition of our point of view. 
“Vet Jewish objection,” he wrote,“ goes deeper. They have 
nothing against representative government as such; but they 
hold that the type of Council now intended will deprive their 
status in Palestine of whatever makes it different from their 
status elsewhere. The conception of a Jewish National 
Home,’ the conception which alone has inspired the vast effort 
of world Jewry, the belief that there was one place at least in 
the world where Jews could not be humiliated by a crippling 
minority status and the burdens of external domination and 
inferiority complex—this conception vanishes at once if every 
law and administrative measure concerning them must be 
directed by the will of a hostile majority.” 

There is the very root of the matter. Give us land in 
Palestine, give us unrestricted immigration--we yet have 
nothing if we are still to be saddled even there with that 
accursed minority status which has been our bane in evers 
country under the sun. The proposal goes to the very heart of 
ihe Mandate, and Congress must see that the point is brought 


‘home to public opinion in the most forcible terms. The people 


of this country, who offered us bread, will not fob us off with a 
stone if they are brought to realise the inevitably disastrous 
consequences of this untimely proposal. 
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Notes of the Week 


CAN any man in his senses believe that the Nazis have any 
intention of complying with more than the bare 
letter of the undertaking that was exacted from 
them by the Olympic Games Committee that there 
will be no discrimination against. Jews in 
choosing the German team to compete in the Games when they are 
held in Berlin next year? It was evident when the question 
was first raised after the Nazis bad dome into power in 
1933 that they were prepared to promise anything in order 
not to lose the prestige and the foreign exchange that the 
holding of the Games in Germany would bring them. But the 
question all sportsmen worthy of the name will ask is whether 
that promise will be honoured in the spirit as well as the letter. 
The Reich “Sports Leader” has now announced that a special 
camp is to be established where fifty German Jews are to be 
trained for possible participation in the Games. Need we 
say that this is palpably an attempt to throw dust in the eyes 
of the world? How can athletes segregated as these will be, 
debarred as they have been, in common with Jewish teams of 
every kind, from matching themselves against “Aryan” sports- 
men, have a fair chance of developing their powers? And 
what of those German-Jewish athletes of world renown who are 
kept out of their own country by the Nazis’ fanatical fury? The 
essence of the British conception of “sport” is that gentlemanliness,

that fair play, that sportsmanship in the noblest sense, which are — 


conspicuously lacking in the Third Reich. Can English sportsmen 
with an easy mind shake hands with those who have not the 
slightest notion of what the sporting spirit is? Let us hope that 
the Olympic Games Committee will now turn their attention to the 
matter, and, for the sake of the prestige of the Olympic Games and 
all they mean, decide that the next meeting shall be in some country 
with a purer moral atmosphere.

The former he dubbed “ young 
and the latter “old buffers.” Then lhe gave a table of 
figures which showed that iu forty years from now. there will be 
eleven © old buffers ” in this country to every four” young sparks.” 
‘that is pretty startling to go on with. 


jut worse remains, for we 
are told that experiments are now being made in Moscow with the 
ultimate object of extending human life to 180 years. Well, that 
would take us all a good long step up the immortality ladder. 
suppose these Soviet experimenters succeed, what then? ‘That is 
the great question. It is, when vou come to think of it. the 
question of all questions, for it embraces within itself many of the 
social, economic and international problenis that already perplex 
aud torment us. Think of it: a little sum worked out by a Times 
leader-writer recently showed that a man who married at the 
age of twenty-five and had four children, each of whom in

UT the fresh problems opened up for the world, Gentile and Jew 
alike, by Moscow's “ New 180) Years Plan” would be far more 
formidable than the question of periodic parties.

Gods Fidelity and Man's F idelity 


— — 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE. MA. 


Deuteronomy, chs. 7 v. 12—11 v. 25 

An idea often repeated in these chapters is the lovaltv of God 
and His fidehty to His covenant. God will repay and redeem His 
promises to those who observe the commandments. even to the 
thousandth generation. This is the theme of the Second Command. 
rent and likewise of the second portion of the Shera, which 
part of this week's lesson. It is clear why the Torah emphasises an 
obvious truth. It is of the nature of God that He is faithful and 
cuardian of His word. God, we read, is not man that He should be 
lalse to Huis promise, The inference is that just as God is faithful. 
so man must be faithful and guard his word and his promise. The 
measure of Divine fidelity is gauged by that of man. And the 
is rather one for us to keep the faith and to regard the promise ried 
as binding. Yet some will aver that the Jew does not attain to this 
eonception of morality, that Jewish honour and morality and fidelits 
to promise are theoretical rather than real.

lovalty of God. | 

A certain Rabbi, Pinchas ben Yair, is taken as the t: pe; and of 
him and his integrity certain incidents are related. He once housed 
some travellers who entrusted to his care a bag of corn seed. When 
they departed, they forgot to claim their possession. The Rabbi 
bethought himself of the plan to sow with the seed, which he did 
for seven years, each year bringing its harvest. At the end of seven 
vears the men returned and were recognised by the Rabbi who, taking 
them to a field, showed them not alone the original deposit but the 
increase Of the vears. This is your possession, he assured them. In 
this sense you understand the fidelity of God Who repays man for 
all the evidences of his good deeds that he exhibits. Again it is told 
of hum that he came to a certain place where the twnhabitants were 
perturbed by an invasion of rats upon their crops. He begged them 
to consider whether they had loyally discharged their tithe obliga- 
tions, and, discovering that they had been neglectful of thas precept. 
he urged them to perform ther duty. Then the plague ceased. I 
is not always correct to assume that misfortune is the mevitable con- 
sequence of dereliction of duty, but there is value in the idea ot 
making this the first course. of enquiry. The Midrash furthe 
illustrates the need for man to observe the strictest honour in his 
afiairs, with a reminder of the action of Simon ben Shatach who. 
after purchasing an ass from a heathen had the surprising fortune to 
discover a precious stone tied round its neck. Hus reply to his aston- 
ished disciples is typical of Jewish integrity. “I only purchased the 
anunal, not the stone.” Straightway he found the seller and returned 
to hun the precious stone. 

It is an old Jewish belief founded on a verse in Psalm 89, that 
the world was created for the sake of lovingkindness, that man should 
deal justly and loyally with his neighbour even as God 1s expected 
te do with us. The Torah, we are reminded, begins with an act oj 
merey., and ends with an act of merey. God made garments of skin 
to clothe the first man and his wife—-God buried Moses. From the 
beginning of life to the end, there should be a continual process ot 
man's consideration for and love of his neighbour. Later on in 
Deuteronomy man is told that if we were wise we would consider thus. 
This, according to the Sifre, means that if Israel would consider the 
words of the Torah that was given to them, no nation or kingdom 
would have dominion over them. And what does the Law say in 
effect to man? Take upon yourselves the yoke of the kingdom of 
Heaven, and conduct yourselves one ‘to another with lovingkindness. 
Here you have the double obligation of Judaism. There 1s first. the 
acknowledgment of God's sovreignty and of our duty to love Him with 
heart and soul and substance, as the confession of the daily Shema 
reminds man. Then there is religion:in actual practice which enjoins 
man to revere God, to walk in His ways, to love Him, to keep for our 
own good the commandments and the statutes. Try to excel one 
another in obedience to His revealed will. And in our relations with 
our fellows it is not a question of rights, whether they be ours or our 
neighbour's but the application to the affairs of everyday life of the 
principle of Charity in its divine interpretation which understands 
duty as not regulated by the rights of others but by their needs. 

There is abundance here for us to ponder when the Jew is so 
often pointed to as an offender against business morality and straight 
dealing. If there are in our midst, as we know there are, black sheep 
who besmirch the honour of their people, there is in Jewish teach- 
ing no encouragement of such methods, but condemnation of them. 
We pray every morning to be kept far from the evils of litigious 
associates whether Jewish or non-Jewish. Man should always fear 
Heaven in private, as well as in public. The plea of caveat emptor has 
no justification in Jewish teaching. It is all the lesson of honour and 
lidelity between man and man. This is a general rule; and especially 
in countries where the Jew enjoys full rights and full opportunities 
does it behove us to be careful in our actions and in our dealings so 
that nothing we do can reflect against our people as a whole. These 
chapters of Deuteronomy with their high level of ethical teaching 
should be continually impressed upon our minds, for they are the real 
evidences of our strength as a God-taught people.

Inthe charming summer exhibition at the Leger Galleries, Old 4 
Bond Street, Mané-Katz has two oils, a powerful “ Peasant Girl” 
(No. 23) and a flower-piece (No. 28) in which he has swirled luscious 
colour on to the canvas with magnificent bravado. It is interest- 3) 
ing to compare these with two other excellent flower-pieces 
by Ethel Walker (No. 7) and Cathleen Maun (No. 3). Each of the i 
three is satisfactorily composed, but Miss Mann's composition and 
colour swim most exotically together. Clifford Hall's “ The Clown 
on the Stairs” (No. 5) is also a fine work: the clown leans across t 
the canvas, relaxed and half-smiling. The bright colours of his 4g 
costume are nicely graded and the rather obvious “ Laugh, '

MANY OFFENCES ALLEGED 


But Only One Reason 


“HE IS A JEW” 


Last week we gave a distressingly long list of Jews who 
had been arrested, mainly for “ racial pollution.” This week 
there is another tragic catalogue to make. The alleged offences 
are a trifle wider in scope, but the real offence is the same— 
the inescapable fact of being a Jew. 

At Bitterfeld, the police have arrested three Jews, Abraham 
Reibenbach, -Paul Katchke and Peter Giessen, on charges of anti- 
Nazi activities. 

In Berlin, a Jewish merchant, Paul Selig, has been arrested for 
offending a youth aged fifteen, who is a member of the Hitler Youth 
Organisation. 

According to a report in the ANGRIFF, a “non-Aryan” was taken 
into protective custody Berlin because he had _ intercourse 
with an “Aryan” gurl. The girl had lived in the house of the accused 
one-and-a-half years, until the indignation of the neighbours became 
so great that the police had to interfere. 

At Bad Reichenhall, a Jew has been arrested on the charge of 
associating with an “Aryan” girl. 

At Mumch, the Jewish medical practitioner, Dr. Arthur Fels, 
has been interned in a concentration camp for keeping up relations 
with German women. 

kaght Jews and eight “Aryan” girls have been arrested in Liegnitz, 
and four Jews and four “Aryan” girls in Gorlitz to prevent their 
Inarriages. 

In Brenzlau, a Jewish landlord named Julius Dobrin was arrested 
lor “unsocial conduct,” because he argued with a non-Jewish tenant. 

At Tauerbischofsheim, the Nazis organised a demonstration 
against a Jew, Max Sauer, who was accused of having poured dirty 
water on his German workers. The Jew pleaded that the water only 
touched the workers by accident, but .the police took him into 
protective custody. 

At Freistadt, a Jewish merchant, Herr Kallmann, has been 
arrested for alleged associations with an “Aryan” girl. 

A Jew, Heinrich Spatz, has been arrested in Bad Aibling for send- 
ing a letter to the STVERMER denouncing its anti-Jewish libels. 

The sixteen year old son of a Jew, Jacob Levy, of Trier, who tried 
to emigrate to Luxembourg after the arrest of his father (as a result 
of a Nazi allegation) has himself been detained at the station and 
sent to prison. 

Jews were arrested in Potsdam and in Trier for being married 
civilly to “Aryan” women. There is a well-known Jewish lawyer, Max 
Archenhold, among those arrested:in Trier. The “ Arvan” wives have 
also been arrested. 

The entire Jewish population of Parchim, in Mecklenburg— 
numbering thirty-four souls—were arrested last week. but- have now 
been released. They were required to give an undertaking that those 
of them who were merchants would not re-open their businesses and 
shops. The arrests were made because an “Aryan” girl serving in a 
Jewish establishment resented the attempt of two storm troopers to 
flirt with her. | 

At Lubeck, the police have closed the largest Jewish business, the 
Globus, and have arrested six of its principal Jewish employees “to 
guard them against the anger of the Nazi population.” or 

At Karlsruhe, the Jewish owner of the large clothing business, 
Goldstein and Traub, has been arrested for not treating his “Arvar’ 
employees well. The business will shortly be closed. 
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At Bitterfeld, a Jewess, Gertrude Rosenhek, aged twenty 
has been arrested for ill-treating her “Aryan™ step-children. 

At Ejisleben, the police have arrested the Jews Walter Moses, Kx \,,1 
Moses and Alfred Wertheim, as well as the Jewess Gertrude Elgaute 
for associating with “Aryans.”

Reventlow Condemns Violence 


Efforts are still being made to secure the use of more tac! 
in the persecution of the Jews. At Kénigsberg, for instance, 
the Chief of Police has issued an order forbidding ~ wild acts 
of violence.” 

The Reich Commissioner for the Saar, Herr Biirckel, has issue! 
an order which refers to the.Rome agreement, concluded in December 
1934.. It is laid down in the agreement that till the end of Februar 
1936 no inhabitant of the Saar must be discriminated against or 
account. of his creed, language or race. The order says: “The oblige 
tions entered into in the agreement must be stnctly and loyal), 
observed. Those party members who offend or even assist in offend 
ing against the agreement will be most severely punished. As far »- 
the Jewish question is concerned, leave it to me. I-alone shall dea! 
with it.” 

The same issue of the “Kurtier, which contains tl. 
order, publishes a second order by the same Biirckel in his capacit) 
as Gauleiter (Divisional Leader) of the National Socialist Party in the 
Saar, In this he says: “Anyone who buys from Jews does bac! 
business. This is proved by the many complaints which we receiv: 
about the improper business methods of the Jews, mostly cattle 
dealers. The complainants ask for the protection of the Party, and 
in cases of exceptional distress help has been given. But now, when 
all co-racials are acquainted with the business methods of the Jews 
through the medium of the newspapers, through lectures and, 10’ 
least, through their own experiences, if they still run to the Jews, we 
refuse them all assistance, in order to keep ourselves from the defile- 
ment. All Party bodies are instructed not only to leave such petition 
unanswered, but also to report to me the names of these strange 
petitioners.” 

Another advocate of legal and orderly persecution is Count 
Reventlow, whose leading article, headed “Thoughts on Pogroms,” 1” 
the Reicuswart, the organ of the German Faith Movement, is wort!) 
quoting. “The smallest incident out of which a pogrom can be con- 
strued abroad damages Germany’s interests, and obstructs the pat! 
of National Socialist Germany to Freedom, including freedom from 
Jews . . .The consequences of pogroms have always proved of advan- 
tage to Judaism. Nothing is more desired by Judaism than an 
incident which can be represented as a pogrom ... The elimination 
of Jews from German life—as the Rzienswartr has proclaimed for 
many years—is the aim of National Socialist Germany. Tlus 
‘elimination will be systematically achieved . . . It does not matter, 
comparatively speaking, whether the process of elimination lasts “ 
trifle longer, so long as the aim is attained fully, and acts of violence 
against Jews and execrating and decrying them do not help the cause 
in_the least. On the contrary, they hinder it. In view of the discipline 
and understanding shown by the National Socialist’ movement, it can- 
not be doubted that it will be easy to maintain this policy of restraint.” 
The Berlin correspondent of the Damy writes that 
Dr. Schacht, Minister of Economics, has visited Hitler at Berchtes- 
gaden and stressed the danger of political and eeémomic repercussions 
abroad as a result of the intensified anti-Jewish campaign. The writer 
proceeds: “He feared an extension of the boycott of German goods 
in America, and foreshadowed incidents similar to the tearing down 
of the Swastika flag on the Bremen in New York. Herr Hitler, how- 
ever, was not to*be moved. In effect, he maintained his agreement 
with the ideas of Herr Julius Streicher, the anti-Semitic leader, and 
reiterated his own belief that the ‘Jews are Germany’s misfortune.’ 
Although Dr. Schacht has Reichswehr influence on his side, it 15 
unlikely that this will prevail against the leader’s will, and an intens!- 
fication of the persecution of Jews is. expected.” |

»peal to all Germans to deal only with German businesses. 

At a big Nazi meeting at Wehlen, near Tricr. the Nazi leader. Her 
Henchen, announced that all markets and fairs in Germany will soon 
be Judenrein. 

At Dortmund, Nazi officials, annoyed because Jewish stores are 
still largely patronised by the local “ Aryan ” population, have decided 
to station pickets armed with cameras outside all Jewish shops to 
photograph everyone seen to enter. 

The VOELKISCHER BeosacuTeR complains that “thousands of 
Aryan women still patronise Jewish doctors, as well as Jewish stores.” 
The paper demands that husbands should compel their wives to “ keep 
away from Jewish influence.” 

The Municipal Council of Opladen has decided not to sanction any 
real estate transactions by Jews, and to refuse tenders to firms ot 
private artisans who deal with Jews. The municipality of Ruppich 
teroth has adopted a similar decision and announces that no Jews 
will be permitted to visit this Spa. 

In Montabaur on the Rhine, the Mayor has posted an announce- 
iment that any of the population found dealing with Jews will be 
expelled from the community and refused unemployment relief. 

In Wilhelmshaven, the well-known naval port near Bremen, a 
special place has been set aside in the public market for Jewish traders. 
The reserved area bears a big placard reading “Jews’ Area.” 

At a big Nazi meeting at Weidenthal the spokesman condemned 
all Germans dealing with Jews and described the Jews as the enemies 
of the great leaders Hitler, Streicher and Alfred Rosenberg. 

All ice-cream parlours in Berlin owned by Jews, except such as 
are Loreign eitizens, have been ordered to close down. 

The windows of Jewish shops in the Oliva Platz, near the 
Kurfiirstendamm, Berlin, have been painted over with anti-Semitic 
slogans. 

At Rossla, between Berlin and Cassel, the Mayor has forbidden 
all persons obtaining support from public funds to enter Jewish shops. 

The Dresden official Nazi organ, the FRetnerrskamMpr, has pub- 
ished an appeal of the Governor of Saxony to all proprietors of Ger- 
nan firms, “ who uphold the principle that whoever wants to be a 
German buys from Germans,” that they should advertise in the Nazi 
Press and insert their names on the list enumerating the German 
businesses in the city, copies of which will be posted in all State offices 
and in the streets.

At Kattowitz. following the distribution in the streets and houses 
of pamphlets exhorting the population not to buy from Jews, amti- 
Jewish demonstrations took place. 

The municipality of Gladbeck (Westphaha) has forbidden Jews 
to trade at the weekly markets. 


These Jews are Dead 


Dr. Kleinfeld, a Jew beaten up in the demonstrations m 
on July 16th, has died in hospital from lus injuries. He was sitting 
in the Café Hessler when he was dragged into the street, beaten and 
taken to hospital unconscious. 

At Brunswick, Nazi competitors made an attack on the Jewish 
shopkeeper, Wolf Ziprowsky, who was subsequently found shot dead 
im lus shop. 

A Jewish cattle-dealer of Jiilich. Karl Frankel. who was recently 
taken into custody as a “racial desecrator.” has commutted surcide in 
Gladbach prison, The WesTrakLiscHe LANDESZEITUNG reports that 
Herr Friinkel threw himself from the third-story gallery, on whieh 
his cell was situated, to the stone floor beneath. The Brunswick secret 
police officially announced a few days ago that one of them Jewish 
prisoners had “committed suicide.” 

A report has been current that a retired Jewish cattle-dealer, 
Leopold Stern, aged sixty-seven, who was arrested on suspicion that 
he had set fire to his house, had committed suicide in the Munchen- 
Gladbach prison. His son, who is a refugee in Paris, now states that 
his father, who was an officer in the German army during the War. 
was arrested as a result of a false accusation and was beaten to 
death in prison by the Nazi officials. | eo 

A man of Jewish appearance has been shot dead near the Katser 
Wilhelm Memorial Chureh, in Berlin. “It seems,” writes THe Times 
correspondent, “that the man was an employee ot a multiple clothing 
store. He had been drinking at a beer-shop, but was not intoxicated. 
On leaving, he bumped into a Secret Police official, who, rusted by hus 
swarthy appearance, abused him for a ‘Jewish swine. The man, 
being ‘Aryan,’ was infuriated and knocked his unknown interlocutor 
to the ground. The offictal roused himself, showed his Secret Police 
card. and made some more references to Jews. The tnan promptly 
knocked him to the ground once more, and the official retahated by 
firing several shots from his recumbent position.”

Herr Hinkel Starts Work 


The Problem of f.orenzo and Jessica 


Hans Hinkel, the newly appointed Commissioner for Jewish 
Cultural Affairs, has ordered all organisations of Jewish subjects 
existing for cultural purposes (except ‘schools and religious 
bodies’) to merge themselves by the end of this month into the 
Jewish Cultural League of the Reich, which was founded by 
the Nazis in 1933. It is noticeable that the word used in the 
decree is Staatsangchérige, meaning “ subjects,” instead of 
the usual Staatsbirger, meaning © citizens.” 

All the leading Jewish organisations have issued an appeal to 
their individual members to jorn the League and so stimulate its work. 
The League has now made arrangements in conjunction with the 
Artists’ Aid Department of the Berlin Jewish Community to organise 
in the Autumn a troupe of actors, actresses and singers to constitute 
a touring theatre, which will visit all Jewish settlements in Germany 
and produce plays, operas, ete. Actors and actresses whom it has not 
been found possible to place in the permanent companies in Berlin and 
Cologne, will in this way be given opportunities to play before 
audiences in various parts of the Reich. It is not proposed to find 
openings for people who are intending to begin artistic work, but only 
for those who had already ernbarked on an artistic career in 1933, and 
for old actors and singers who have not been able to find a place in 
the permanent companies. Work will be started at the end of August, 
and the first performance will be given in October. 

In a broadcast speech recently Herr Hinkel said that care should 
be taken not to interfere with Jewish culture, provided its influence 
was confined to members of the Jewish race. It has just been dis- 
covered that two films which had passed the German censor were the 
work of German-Jewish refugees living abroad under assumed names. 
An arrangement was arrived at after some delay, for the showing of 
one of the films, and as the other forms part of an international quota 
agreement, its producers are insisting on its being shown, too. 

In an interview Herr Hinkel has now said that one of the special 
objects of his attention will be the discovery of “ paid dummies” 
whose work is really that of Jewish writers. He announces that he wall 
proceed with the utmost severity against these people, for “only by 
so doing will they. be prevented from lending themselves to such 
machinations.” He expresses special concern about hidden Jewish 
participation in the writing of film -scenanos, but emphasises that he 
will eliminate this from German films only. Foreign films will remain 
unafiected by his Inquisition, long “as they puss the ofhicial Cerman 
censorship. He has issued an order that American films with Jewish 
stars will not be prohibited in Germany. The order stipulates, how- 
ever, that the Amenecan producers should * clearly and hone stly ” state 
in each case which of the authors, directors and actors in each 
film are Jewish. Each American film will have to pass the censor in 
Germany, and parts likely to offend the German people will be cut out. 

Three musicians of the Frankfort Broadcasting Company have 
received a week's notice. because they are married to “ non-Aryans.” 
All three have appealed against the dismissal. The first case came 
before the labour-court on Wednesday of last week. It was submitted 
for the defefidants that they had inquired at the Ministry for Enlight- 
enment and Propaganda and were told’ that it was desirable to 
dismiss gradually all musicians whose wives were “ non-Aryan,” and 
that those who were taken on in future must prove first that their 
wives were “ Aryan.” The plaintiff submitted that he had decided 
to divorce his wife, but the chairman pointed out that he had _ pre- 
viously stated that he was living very happily with her. The case was 
adjourned. 

The second plaintiff lost his case. His counsel pleaded that he had 
fought as an officer in the War and been wounded, and that he had 
marned his Jewish wife during the War with the consent of his father. 
himself a high officer. He claimed, therefore, that the law excepting 
soldiers during the War from the Aryan Clause should apply to him 
now, and, moreover, that the broadcasting company, which was tech- 
nically a private organisation, was not obliged to apply the Aryan 
Clause as severely as the Civil Service. The court ruled, however, that 
the company had to set an exemplary standard on the racial question, 
and it referred to a circular ordering the gradual elimination of musi- 
clans with “non-Aryvan” wives. But it granted the musician £217 
cornpensation. 

In a review of the month in Germany the Berlin correspondent of 
the MorninG Post deals largely with the racial question. He refers 
to the fact that all Shakespeare’s plays except one have been per- 
formed in Nazi Germany. That one is, of course, “ the Merchant of 
Venice,” which, curiously enough, has been banned in the schools of 
other countries on the ground that it is likely to increase anti- 
Sermitism. The writer’s explanation of its present ban in Germany 
is as follows : 

“It is not merely that, whereas Dr. Goebbels has disputed 
the Jew's claim to the title of human being, Shakespeare makes 
Shylock outrageously ask: ‘Hath not a Jew eyes? hath not a Jew 
hands, organs, dimensions, senses, affections, passions? fed with the 
same food, hurt with the same weapons, subject to the same diseases, 
heal'd by the same means, warm'd and cool’d by the same winter and 
summer, as a Christian is? _If you prick us do we not bleed? if you 
tickle us, do we not laugh? if you poison us, do we not die? and if vou 
wrong us, shall we not revenge?’ Nor that, when Germans hear dailv 
of savage sentences being passed on political offenders, Shakespeare 
sets Portia talking memorably of the ‘quality of mercy,’ which ‘is 
not strained,’ and ‘is mightiest in the mighty.’ Shakespeare’s offence 
is much more heinous; he treats with sympathy a love affair between 
an Arvan’ and a ‘ non-Aryan,’ recording

Seventy Polish Jews Expelled 


To Cross the Frontier Penniless 


The Governor of Saxony has ordered seventy Jews who are Polish 

subjects to leave Saxony. Some of those affected have lived in Saxony 
for thirty vears. Old charges, mostly of a minor character, have been 
dug up against them, and have been mvoked for the purpose of 
ordering them to leave the country as undesirable aliens, as for instance, 
a fine of three marks imposed five years ago for a motoring offence. 
Under the German Currency laws they are not allowed to take more 
than ten marks per person out of the country, and it is nmpossible for 
_them therefore to sell their businesses and liquidate their property in 
Germany. They will consequently be exposed to starvation m Poland. 
The Polish Consul in Dresden has been asked to imtervene on their 
hehalf. Many of the victims are being kept in protective custody, 
lowever, so that they cannot get in touch with the Polish Consul.

The President of the International Olympic Committee, Count

No country, he declared, had withdrawn from participation in 
the Olympic Games. The Olympiad was above the nations, above 
all polities, conflicts, differences of opinion and of character. That 
was expressed in the composition of the laternational Olympic 
Committee.

And they carried their 
confidence into practical life, as they showed when they braved economic 
ruin by closing their shops on the Sabbath and voluntarily submitted 
themselves to other economic disadvantages, in spite of which they 
managed to forge ahead.... Louis Zara's BLESSED I8 THE MAN 
(Constable, 8s. 6d. net.) is a typical account, almost epic in quality, of this 
process. It is not the usual story of emergence from the Ghetto: itisa 
saga of progress from penury to wealth in Chicago, between the cighteen- 
nineties and to-day, as excmplified in the life of a frnit-pedlar named Jacob 
i, “acauer, newly arrived from Eastern Europe. From driving a cart on 
another's account, he sets up his own round; then he opens hisown shop; 
then a chain of shops; finally, a great general store. A wife, wooed by 
his mother, follows him from Poland; children grow up, and go their own 
way; the familiar environment of a shool is abandoned in favour of a 
fashionable, and not often visited, Temple. In this single character and 
experience is condensed the process which, in the course of a single 
generation, has elevated the United States to the first position, 
numerically and cconomically, among the Jewries of the world. Mr. Zara 
has held up the mirror to an important facet of Jewish contemporary life 
and has succeeded in crystallising it, with a technique which is all his 
own, In five hundred unforgettable pages. One must, however, raise 
objection to one point. Does the Blessed Man who truly fears the Lord 
indulge in sharp practices such as Mr. Zara depicts? and does he 
honestly believe that they are typical of the progress of the immigrant 
Jew in his country 

Richard Wauchburton’s INNOCENCE AND DESIGN (Macmillan, 7s. 6d. 
net.) contains a great deal of innocence and many desigas, and is great 
fun. Chapter xi. introduces us to Mr. Pontius Youlthorpe, High Comiis- 
sioner for Palestine, who n one suspects to be a fruit of the author's 
imagination, JONLYS THE WITcH, by Princess Paul Triubetzkoy (Methuen, 
7s. 6!'. net.) is a tale of Elizabethan superstition, which lacidentally 
conveys a@& suggestive picture of the prejudice which was found on their 
arrival in this country by the refugee Protestant weavers from Flanders, 
who benefited England so much. There is no space to do more than 
mention, with a word of commendation, Katharina von Dombrowski's 
LAND OF WOMEN (Putnam, 7s. 6d. net.), Lloyd Douglas’ GREEN 
(Lovat Dickson, 7s. 64. net.), and Esther Meynell’s TiIME’s Door 
(Chapman and Hall, &§s. 6d. net.), a novel on the life of Dach. 


By way of roaction against the recent Maimonides Number. the July 
JEWISH QUARTERLY REVIEW is thin, both in quantity and quality of 
contents... The most interesting article is one by Dr. Paul Romanoff, in 
which he endeavours to reconstract the history of a family of Jewish 
manuscript ilaminators in the time of the Second Temple. The Librarian 
of the Racquet and Tennis Club in New York discusses the precise sort 
of tennis whichis alladed to in a recently discovered Responsum of Rabbi 
Moses Provenzal. The subject, at least, is new for a Jewish scientific 
journal! 


The July, 1935, issue of MIND contains an article by Mr. Philip Leon, 
of University College, Leicester, on “ Artistic Form and the Unconscions” 
an instalment of his discussion with Dr. Jones. In the same number, 
there is a note by Professor Leon Roth, of Jerusalem, on the relation- 
ship between John Locke and Descartes. It is interesting to note that 
that this is based upon a communication from Professor Koebner, 
formerly of the University of Breslau and now one of Professor Roth's 
co‘leagues at Jerusalem. From La REVUE JUIVE DE GENEVE comes an 
off-print of an article by M. Léon Baratz which appeared in a recent 
issue, entitled Une version Ukrainienne des ** Protocoles des Sages de Sion,” 
In this, the author gives, from first-hand experience, an account of an 
unrecorded page of the Russian Torment in Kiev, where he was implicated 
in consequence of the publication of a version so phenomenally absurd 
that even the anti-Semitic press refused to place credence in it. An 
aftermath of the Maimonides Celebrations is an article by Dr. Boaz 
Cohen, of the Jewish Theological Seminary, on the Responsum <f 
Maimonides concerning Music (reprinted from The JEWISH Music 
JOURNAL, of New York). In this, the learned author covers the whole 
ground of the Rabbinic attitude regarding music, which broadened down 
and became more tolerant from generation to generation. Maimonides 
himself, unfertunately, represents the early, more severe attitude. 


The latest, and one of the brightest, of Anglo-Jewish institutiona 
publications is the ITON HABONIM, which (as its title shows) is the organ 
of Habonim, is sold at 3d, each number, and appears quarterly. To judge 
from the July issue, it deserves a longer life than is the usual lot of such 
periodicals. There is a first-class article on Ahad Ha’am, the writer of 
which masks his identity under the name “Israel ben Ari "; another on 
the Bonim of Palestine (read not Bonim, “ builders,” but banim, “ children,” 
1 almost heard Rabbi Eliezer say), by Joseph Meyouhas; a Letter from 
Palestine by Fay Orgel; and soon. As Habonim say: “Hazak”!

MR. HAPGOOD REPUDIATES ANTI-SEMITISM 

In the controversy that took place some time ago between Mr. 
Hutchins Hapgood and Mr. Dreiser, certain remarks by the forme: 
conveyed the impression that he was opposed to the Jews retainiuy 
their national characteristics. These remarks, intended though 
they were as an answer to Mr. Dreiser's hostile attitude towards the 
Jewish question, have elicited adverse comments in the JEWIsi!! 
FRONTIER. 

In the course of an editorial, the Jewish periodical pointed to some 
anti-Jewish bias in Mr. Hapdood’s article. Mr. Hutchins Hapgood has 
now addressed a communication to the JEWISH FRONTIER denying any 
anti-Jewish bias on his part. The communication is well worth quoting. 
“I was rather amazed,” he writes, “to discover in your issue of May that 
I am editorially considered to be anti-Semitic. The editorial eye 
discovered something which I was unaware of, namely that I do no! 
desire to preserve Jewish characteristics in the United States. [I myse'! 
might have written the following sentences from your editorial: * Liberals 
should realise that there is room in one and the same country for « 
variety of types and cultural forms. Nationalism and internationalis:: 
interlock and do not mutually exclude each other.’ I believe in 
the preservation of all foreign cultures existing now in the United 
States. I am not a nationalist in the sense of wanting merely a‘ pure’ 
American strain, whatever that is. In my letters to Dreiser, | merely 
stated that his methods of getting rid of Jews had the opposite effect from 
what he wanted; but I didn't say that I wanted the same thing. In my 
second letter, to be sure, I said: ‘The second suggestion you make, 
assimilation, is not only rational but is actually taking place, and wouk! 
take place much more rapidly and go as far as socially desirable, were 
there no anti-Semites who, by thcir intolerance and cruelty, retard this 
process of natural union.’ By the phrase ‘as far as is socially desirable, 
I meant that it would be well to preserve the cultural contribution of the 
Jews without subjecting them to their present intolerable situation.”

CHILDISH ANTI-SEMITIC ACTION 


During the week-end, two cross-road signs in the South Mimms 
district were defaced, being painted so as to appear like swastikas. 
Labels were posted on the sign-boards bearing anti-Semitic inscrip- 
tions. A report was circulated in the Press to the effect that 
hundreds of road-signs had been damaged in this way, but enquiries 
of the Police elicited the information that only two signs had been 
subjected to this childish behaviour.

De Lattas, 
anxious to establish the correctness of his opimion, took the case to 
the man who was then regarded as the highest authority in Jewry— 
Rabbi Joseph Caro, in Safed. Rabbi Joseph must have been one of 
those dour religious teachers who seemed. to tind pleasure in making 
life hard for themselves and others by restrictions and positions and 
penances. He demanded the divorce of the parties on pain of the 
Ban. He sent a letter to the heads of the Community at Avignon, 
charging them to use their influence with Kreskas, and if need be to 
persecute him and so force him to divorce lus wife. The letter bears 
date Nisan 1560. 

Apparently no progress was made, for two years later, Rabbi 
Joseph Caro sent a sterner note to Avignon, in which he himself curses 
Kreskas, excluding him from the community of Israel; lis son was 
not to be circumcised and he was not to be buried among his people. 
He admonishes the heads of the community that it is their duty to 
make the life of Kreskas a misery “until he perish.” 

But Kreskas took no notice, continued living with his wife, and 
died about a year after Rabbi Joseph's second letter reached 
Avignon. 

The incident suggests a reflection or two. There must have been 
some Rabbis for whom the letter of the law was far more nnportant 
than the facts of life.. A poet might-say that Kreskas loved his wife 
and his children, the Rabbi probably thought that love was the 
invention of Satan. Some Rabbis were merciless in their devotion 
to the legal paragraphs. A case occurred in Spain where a Jewess 
was accused of living with a Christian, and the local Beth Din sen- 
tenced the woman to have her face mutilated. Even for those days, 
accustomed as they were to cruelty, this was considered too harsh, 
But Rabbi Asher ben Yechiel (1220-1327) on being asked his view 
entirely approved the sentence. 

One recalls the formula of excommunication hurled against 
Spinoza. What was his crime? Freedom of thought. Or that against 
other thinkers for daring to use their reason—Uriel da Costa or the 
Hebrew poet, Luzzato. Why is it that religion, the purpose of which 
is to bring man nearer to God, should have been responsible for so 
much cruelty?

Position of the Parties 


Prospects of Coalition and Compromise

‘ Labour and the Lesser Groups 
[By a Correspondent | 

The outstanding feature of the Nineteenth Zionist Congress will 
be the increased adherents of the Zionist organisation. The Shekel 
holders for this Congress year amount to close on a million, while for 
the two years since the Eighteenth Congress the total 1s in the neigh- 
hourhood of 1,200,000. . Such figures are unprecedented, and mark 
a record in the lustory of the Zionist Organisation. There has been a 
record, too, in the electors that went to the poll. These facts and 
figures are a stnking demonstration of the heightened interest mm and 
vitahty of the Ziomst Organisation. 

The numerical growth is all the more remarkable in view of the 
secession. of the Revisiomsts from the Zionist Organisation. It was 
feared in some quarters that ther withdrawal would have a weaken- 
ing effect generally, and that the number of Shekel holders would be 
considerably reduced. But the Revisiomst challenge has been met by 
an unparalleled rally to the Zionist Organisation. 

From the facts available it may be presumed that the number 
of delegates will be no less than 450. Labour will be represented by 
217 delegates, and will fall a little short of an independent mayority. 
The General Zionists will have 144 delegates, including eighty of Group 
“A’ and sixty-four of Group “B.”. The Mizrachi will be represented 
by seventy delegates, meluding the Mizrachi-Havatik and the 
Mizrachi-Hapoel, wlule the State Party will have nine or ten delegates. 
These figures are subject to final adjustment, but slight changes are 
not hkely to affect the main position of the parties. 

Labour's Triumph and its Problems 

The truamph of Labour was not ‘unexpected, owing to its 
orgamised strength in Palestine, winch is in a privileged position in 
respect to Congress. The privilege was conferred when the Yishuv 
was small and when it was felt that the pioneers ought to have wider 
representation at Congress. Nevertheless, it would seem that with 
the growth of imungration theré is no valid ground for perpetuating 
a system which ts tantamount to plural votnig. However, the 
exceptional rights for Palestine were not established by or for Labour 
Ziomsts, and as long as the system remains in force it 1s useless to cavil 
at any particular group availing itself of the advantage. Moreover, 
though the majornty of Labour would be reduced without the privi- 
leged representation for Palestine, it‘would, as analysis shows, still be 
the leading single party at Congress. It may be true, as some eritics 
suggest, that the results do not reflect the views of the bulk of Zionists. 
and that the Labour success is due to the apathy of General Zionists 
who do not bother to vo to the polls ; the election results in the United 
States certainly lend colour to this contention. 

While it is unreasonable to begrudge Lahour its success, the result 
is not altogether satisfactory in view of the restive condition of the 
Labour movement. The responsible leaders themselves would in 
all probability have desired a lesser number of representatives, so as 
to maintain a balance in the relative strength of the parties. It 
would have made co-operation with the other groups much easier. The 
responsible leaders, as one gathers from their statements, appear pre- 
pared to go a long way in securing such co-operation. This is 
illustrated by the invitation extended to all parties to meet at Lucerne 
prior to the opening of Congress, to explore possibilities of an under- 
standing in regard to the future Executive. Some such arrangement 
in advance would undoubtedly be of enormous value to the proceed- 
ings of the Congress, and would have a salutary effect on the whole 
movement. But the size of the Labour majority, it is feared, will 
prove a serious obstacle. The Labour leaders, however much they 
might wish it, may not be in a position to impose on their party any 
self-denying ordinance. The Zionist Labour Party represents a unified 
bloc, but the bloc is composed of very independent elements holding 
strong views with which the leaders have to reckon. And these might 
not feel disposed to be too magnanimous. 

The General Zionists have come out of the election slightly 
strengthened. But the influence of the “Generals” depends on the 
unity of both groups. The Conference in Cracow some time ago, which 
was designed to bring about a closer union between Group “A” and 
Group “B,” actually led to a wider breach. A new attempt to bridge 
the gulf is now contemplated. With a measure of goodwill and by a 
process of elimination, united action may be feasible. Accusations 
that some of the members of the “B” group are hopeless “reaction- 
aries” are met by the counter-charge that some of the members 
belonging to the “A” zroup, notably the German Kidmah, are 
identical with the Left Wing of Labour. These charges and counter- 
charges may or may not be true about individual members of the 
respective groups, but out of the total of 144, the number blocking 
the way to union is, it is believed, quite insignificant, and might be 
rendered harmiess. 

It is not surprising that the Mizrachi has not succeeded in 
strengthening its position. Its cantankerous attitude, its’ flirtations 
with the Revisionists on the one hand, and the Agudah on the other, 
have not raised its prestige within the movement. Moreover, its 
general policy has provoked serious dissension within its own ranks. The 
Mizrachi is a heterogeneous party, consisting of three groups. The 
Mizrachi Havatik (veterans of the old Mizrachi and mostly Germans) 
are dissatisf.cd with the general policy of the leaders, while the Mizrachi 
workers’ group and Torah V’Avoda are practically in open revolt 
against the official leaders. There has even been talk of the latter 
seceding from the Mizrachi with the other parties if the leaders persist 
unreasonably in opposing collaboration. 

The Jewish State Party is a new body. It is a remnant of the 
original Revisionist Party, and includes most of the members formerly 
identified with Mr. Jabotinsky who helped him to build up the 
Revisionist Party. This group declined to assist in the endeavour 
to wreck the Zionist Organisation. They broke with Mr. Jabotinsky 


shortly before the Eighteenth Congress, on the very question as ¢ , 
whether or not they should participate in the Congress. Soon ati, 
their secession, however, Mr. Jabotinsky decided to alter his tact) 
deciding in favour of participating in the Eighteenth Congress. ly 
all essentials the State Party 1s an integral part of the “Generals.”

should be. If “A” and “B” could merge on these lines, it would be o) 
the utmost advantage to the movement, It is to be feared, howev« 
that such a fusion will be resisted because, 1f amalgamated, the oppo, 
tunitv for some of the respective groups to secure representation on 
the Executive would be diminished. And representation on tly 
Executive is a donunant issue at Congress. 


The Next Leader ? 


On matters of policy there would be no great difficulty in reac 
ing an early understanding. There will be little disagreement 1) 
regard to external pohey. It is on internal questions that the 
Executive is likely to be challenged. But even these might |b 
amicably adjusted. if the question of the future Executive could |) 
solved early in the proceedings. 

Labour is anxious to secure as wide a coalition as possible 
Whether this will be achieved depends on a vanety of conditions, 
including the question of the Presidency. There has been a good dea! 
at speculation as to whet he r or not Lr. Wezmann wil return to the 
leadership. Some groups have openly canvassed lus resumption o| 
this post. Should he consent to put forward his candidature, |v 
would. under existing conditions, be assured of a very considerab| 
majority. But it is very doubtful whether Dr. Weizmann will do so ; 
there are valid reasons for his hesitation; the Labour miayorit, 
included. | 

An earlier problem than that of the future Executive with whic! 
Congress will be faced is the Chairmanship of the Congress. M1: 
Sokolow, who will in all probability continue to head the movement 
if Dr. Weizmann declines to stand, will no doubt be elected President 
of the Concress. But finding a successor to the late Mr. Leo Motzkin 
will be a serious difficulty. Mr. Motzkin had all the necessary quali 
eations for this difficult office. He had knowledge of the intricacies 
of Congress precedure, he had the linguistic ability, intense interest, 
a rapid grasp, and, above all, he commanded the authority and 
enjoyed the affection of all Ziomsts. There is hardly anyone to replace 
him. 


Problems to be Tackied 


The problems Congress will have to face are many, and belong to 
different categories: political, tinancial, orgamsational and cultural. 
Critics of the Executive will not have much to complain of as to thi 
manner in which the political work was handled. Nor does there 
appear to be any serious division of opinion as to the policy to be 
adopted for the future. Zionist public opimon is perturbed about the 
proposed Legislative Council in Palestine. Such concern 1s general, 
and it may be taken for granted that any decision on this vital issue, 
as on many other important political matters, will be unanimous. 
Serious divergence of opinion may, however, be expected on problems 
of organisation, in which are also included the question of the Palestine 
Offices in different countries. <A drastic reform of the present 
machinery of the organisation is long overdue. This is admitted on 
all sides; but the various parties hesitate to commit themselves to any 
fundamental change, fearing that it may adversely affect them from 
the party point of view. The principle of one territorial federation 
in every country to include representatives of all partics in every 
country, as opposed to existing arrangement of separate activities by 
the Separate Unions, will probably be brought up. Mr. Ben Gurion, 
it is known, is very keen on effecting this reform, which would indeed 
be of tremendous importance for the movement, The two-years 
Shekel system is another question; under present conditions, anyone 
possessing a Shekel for the year during which Congress is held is 
entitled to vote, even though he or she evaded the duty of obtaimng 
a Shekel im the non-Congress year. x 

Congress proceedings need urgent reform, as does the composition 
of the Zionist General Council (Actions Committee}. The latter body 
is too unwieldly tu be effective. It cannot meet as frequently as it 
should do, because of the considerable expense involved in the gather- 
ing of such a large assembly from different parts of the world. 

The proposal to transfer the Organisation Department from 
London to Jerusalem will be opposed by many on various grounds. 
Such a_ transfer, apart from technical considerations, would 
weaken the authority and influence of the London headquarters; It 
would be a profound error from the external point of view and equally 
from the internal organisational angle; the Diaspora would remain 
exposed to all sorts of organisational experiments. The step would 
be particularly inopportune at this juncture in view of the Revisionist 
attempt to form a new Zionist Organisation. 

The exit of the Revisionists from the Zionist Organisation will, 
no doubt, be a subject of some incidental discussion at Congress. 
but the assembly is not likely to linger over the matter. It is not 
the first time that Mr. Jabotinsky has left the Zionist Organisation. 
Finally, there is the re-organisation or “organisation” of the 
non-Zionists in the Jewish Agency. To-day we may say that 
the term “non-Zionist” in this connection is a complete misnomer. The 
present position being untenable, a way will have to be found, if at 
all possible, to put the matter on some logical basis. There are so few 
non-Zionists among those interested in the great national work that 
it is absurd to keep up even a pretence of the existence of such 4 
body. There are a few admirable individuals here and there who are 
very helpful, but who do not represent any particular body of people. 
That these should have equal power and authority in the Jewish 
Agency with the vast masses of organised Zionists seems utterly 
absurd. |

ever, ib proceeds, the Mandates Commission has abtained the 
impression from the Annual Report of the Mandatory Power that 
the causes contributing to the undesirable situation in the country 
mentioned in the previous reports of the Mandatory Power were 
not absent in 1934. : 

In the Special Observations, the Mandates Commissian asks the 

‘iandatory Power to supply it with more detailed information on 
the administration of Transjordan, especially on the politieal 
tuation of the country, liberty of couscience. labour conditions 
and the drug traffic. Dealing with the question of immigration, the 
(ommission states that it has noted with interest that a Statistical 
bureau will be set up with the object of assisting the Government 
in matters of immigration. The Commission has also taken 
note that further measures will be ndopteal to puta stop to illegal 
immigration, and especially thre 
workers, both Jewish and Arab. 
measures will prove effective. The Commission also hopes that 
the Mandatory Power will continue to devote its fuil attention to 
the problem of the landless Arabs. 
with interest, the Report continues, of the endeavours made by 
Jewish settlers to acquire land in the South of Palestine. The 
Commission would like to have more detailed information concern 
ing the rights of the inhabitants on land sold by their owners. 

The Commission says that it has learnt that goods imported from a 
State that has ceased to be a member of the League of Nations (the 
reference is to Japan), continue to enjoy equality of rights in Palestine 
with goods imported from States which are members of the League of 
Nations, and it would like to know the reasons for this state of affairs. 

| The Commission expresses satisfaction at the projected legisla- 

tive provisions for the protection of women and children and the 
lixing of a minimum wage scale in Palestine. It would be glad to 
learn, it says, what measures are contemplated with regard to the 
inspection of factories and a weekly day of rest, especially for dock 
labourers. It would also like to know whether the Mandatory 
Power has drafted a scheme for the housing of Arab workers.

Labour Dispute Leads to Fight

FIVE HISTADRUTH MEMBERS ARRESTED 


A fight occurred on Friday last between members of the Labour 
Federation, Histadruth Haovdim, and members of the Hapoel 
Hamizrachi, the Orthodox Labour Organisation which works 
together with the Histadruth in accordance with an agreement 
between the two organisations. A group of Histadruth members 
attacked a group of Jewish workers from Hamichshic who were 
working with tractors on the land of the Hapoel Hamizrachi colony 
in the Emek Zebulun, the new colonisation area to the north 
of Haifa. The Hapoel Hamizrachi workers were asked to stop 
work until a contract had been made with the Histadruth, but 
refused to do so. 

Moses Bernstein, from Hamachshir, who was injured, has been 
detained in the Hadassah Hospital, and tive Histadruth members 
bave been arrested by the police. Bail has been refused in order 
Lo expedite the trial. 

The. Labour daily DAvAR accuses the Hamachshir of being an 
unorganised workers’ co-operative, competing with the Histadruth 
by means of lower wages.

Basalt Melting Process? 

It is reported that a Palestine engineer has discovered a method 
of reducing basalt-stone to the consistency of a liquid element 
without having to use the tremendous heat previously necessary.

Mr. Jabotinsky’s Revisionism 


An Analysis of Substance and Shadow 


The Socialist Solution 


From Mr. MICHAEL MARCUS 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Mr. Jabotinsky’s notable contmbution to your columns ments 
calm and dispassionate examination. Although I am no Revisionist I 
share his view that no group of Zionists can be denied the mght to 
organise outside the present Zionist Organisation. Whether such a step 
i¢ wise or constructive is, however, another matter. Admittedly there 
is abundant evidence of pronounced ‘dictatorial tendencies in the public 
utterances of official Zionist leaders, and Mr. Jabotinsky does not resort 
to extravagant or intemperate language when he asserts that those 
who fearlessly challenge official policy are at once exposed to a form of 
persecution. Proféssor Brodetsky has, indeed, ventured to declare pub- 
licly that ‘‘ unhecessary criticism is a crune *; and as he pontifically 
decides what is necessary or unnecessary criticism, it is’ not difficult to 
appreciate the resultant widespread resentment. In this connection it 1s 
significant that Professor Einstem’s comment upon one of Professor 
Brodetsky’s incontinently exuberant speeches was ‘* Da hat Mussolini 
ygesprochen!”’ 

But Mr. Jabotinsky’s right ta criticise does not per se render his 
alternative policy valid and constructive. His economic analysis of the 
existing situation is keen and discerning and most likely to be endorsed 
by well-informed and responsible students of Palestinian affairs; but the 
Delphic manner in which he expounds and defends his proposed remedies 
is, to put it mildly, discouraging. Even Jewish Labour will support his 
proposed State-owned Land Reserve combined with a State-guaranteed 
reclamation loan; but Zionists of all shades of opinion will not find it 
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eusy to accept as a practicable proposition, during the subsistence of the 


Palestine Mandate, “ free immigration of Jews under the control and 
responsibility of Jewish organisations.’’ Mr. Jabotinsky pays most 
passionate homage to the principle of world-wide Jewish protest to c mpel 
the Mandatory to introduce the requisite lenslative and adnuunistrative 
changes; but he pitifully overlooks the fact, whether we like it or not, 
that the British Government have a duty to discharge to all parties whose 
interests are affected by the Mandate. Intinite indifference to the Arab 
problem enables Mr. Jabotinsky to advocate State Zronisin ; but in exist- 
ing conditions the idea has as much value as Professor Brodetsky's slogan 
‘* Back to Basle."’ For all practical purposes Basie is not far removed 
from ballyhoo! 

Although I have felt impelled from time to tune to emphasise the 
shortcomings of the present Zionist Organisation it would he sheer inte!l- 
lectual dishonesty to deny the existence of almost insuperable politica! 
difficulties which have all along confronted Zionist leaders. When I was 
a Member of Parliament during the hectic period which succeeded the 
1929 outbreaks in Palestine, I was privileged to be present at conver- 
sations which Dr. Weizmann had with imembers of the Labour Govern- 
ment: and I have not the slightest hesitation in saying that no human 
being could have done more for the Zionist cause than he did dunng 
those talks. I heard Dr. Weizmann state the Jewish case in a fashion 
which gives the lie direct to the allegation that he was moderate and too 
compromising. But the final decision lay, as it still hes, with the Coloma! 
Office, the heads of which are attempting to operate a Mandate otf 
unprecedented complexity. Unbridled and vehement statement of the 
Jewish case is not a very difficult task; but when that case is rejected, 
on a judicially balanced basis, by the Colomal Office, what does Mr. 
Jabotinsky propose as the next step’ There is a vast difference between 
theoretical and practical politics. What tw Mr. Jabotimsky’s solution of 
the Arab problem in consonance with the establishment of a Jewish 
State’ I am sure that even the Coloma! Office will be glad to hear of 
such a solution if practicable. 

Mr. Jabotinsky wants to abolish the class war in Palestine: but he 
is pathetically innocent when he blames the Jewish Socialists for origi- 
nating it. The chief object of Socialism is to abolish the class war which 
is caused, not by the agitation of persons, but by the imequitable dis- 
tribution of wealth involving vast neches for the few and grinding poverty 
for the many. This makes class war inevitable in its relentlessness. 
The only way to abolish class warfare is to remove the 
of it, namely poverty amidst plenty. Mr. Jabotinsky mentions that 
a rich party can gain an easy victory over the poorer parties in elections 
to Congress and control the whole situation. True; but similarly the rich 
control the hives of the poor and wage the class war in a desperate effort 
to retain privilege and power. Mr. Jabotinsky is not afraid of a State- 
owned Land Reserve; why does he not go logically a few steps further 
and support the public ownership of land, industry and finance, and 
thereby bring about a classless society’? The Jewish masses will, I feel 
certain, be glad to have the frank views of Mr. Jabotinsky on the 
econome and social ideals of Palestinian Labour. No Zionist Party can 
succeed without the support of the Jewish masses who refuse to be 
exposed to perpetual poverty and hardship in the Holy Land.

VALUABLE TRADE AGREEMENTS 


Interview with Mr. Chelouche 
A TALK WITH KING CAROL 


Mr. Zadoc Chelouche, President of the Palestine - Ruman 
Chamber of Commerce, and a prominent figure in Palestine whore 
his family have lived for over & 
hundred years, recently visited 
Rumania where he had an 
audience of the King and where 
he accomplished two important 
pieces of work in connection with 
Palestine development. Mr. 
Chelouche stayed in London en 
route, and in the course of an 
interview with him (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) 
he told me that he was born in 
Palestine and that his father was 
oue of the founders of Tel-Aviv. 
Commercially, he is engaged in 
the export of citrus fruit, and 
sinee his first visit to England in 
1919, has visited this country every 
vear. 

‘‘When I went to Rumania last 
vear,” he said, ** | made a treaty on 
behalf of Palestine with Rumania 
for the export from Palestine of 
about 150.000 cases of oranges a year. 
When I went to Rumania this time, 
the licence was increased to 200,000 
cases at an approximate cost of My 
£100,000. 1 alsoarranged for licences 
to export the following goods from . 
Palestine to the values stated : olive oil, £10,000; oil for perfume purposes, 
£10,500; artificial teeth, £3,000; aluminium goods, £1,000; miscellaneous 
voods, £5,000. We are also experimenting with the export of vegetables 
to the value of £500,”’ 

The membership of the Palestine-Rumanian Chamber of Commerce 
is sixty, and its object is to foster trade between the two countries. 

The other object achieved by Mr. Chelouche during his month's stay 
in Rumania. is connected with the funds collected in that country on 
behalf of the Keren Kayemeth and Keren Hayesod, Hitherto, owing to 
restrictions associated with the export of money, it has not been possible. 
Mr. Chelouche informed me, to export these moneys collected to Palestine. 

**] have now made official arrangements,” he said, ** that such money 
may be sent in future to the extent of £30,000." In recognition of this 
accomplishment, Mr. Chelouche was given a reception by the Keren 
Hayesod and Keren Kayemeth branches in Rumania. Another result of 
his visit is that the value of Palestine exports to Rumania will shortly t» 
paid-in Palestine itself. 

Speaking of his interview with the King of Rumania, Mr. Cheloucl: 
siid that His Majesty gave him a most cordial welcome and wanted t. 
know all about the progress of the Zionist movement, asking questions 
relating to such matters as immigration, agriculture and industry. [he 
King also showed a keen interest in the Jewish-Arab problem. 

“IT told the King,” said Mr. Chelouche, ‘*that the Jews and Aral. 
must live together in peace and that they will live in peace because tr |- 
in the interests of the two peoples to do so. I also tokl the King tha! 
those Jews who first came to Palestine from their respective countric- 
must be given time to understand the Arabs. 

“The Arabs,” I said, “have nothing to complain about because tly 
have benefited considerably as a resul€f of Jewish immigration int) 
Palestine and they have profited from selling land at very high prices.” 

After discussing the economic relations between the two countries. t!i: 
conversation turned to the position of Rumanian Jewry. ‘“* The Jews «! 
Palestine,” siid Mr. Chelonche to the Rumanian King, “are very con 
cerned about the position of their brethen in Rumania, having reg ud to 
the anti-Jewish tendency of certain parties and dread an outbreak of! 
authoritative anti-Semitism, ‘* The King protested,” said Mr. Chelouch. 
and said * No; that is not possible ; and it willnever be possible althoug!: 
as of course. in every country, there is some anti-Semitism in Rumania. 

*“ I said we hoped this would not increase.” 

You can rely upon it,” emphatically declared the King, you 
2 tell the Jews of Palestine and of Rumania that they have nothing t 

ear.”

Nazi Bullies Invade Market 


Polish Commissioner-General Takes Action 
[From a Correspondent) 


Sixteen Jews were injured by Nazi ruffians on August 7th at 
the annual Dominican Market Day. An hour after the market was 
opened, large groups of uniformed Nazis began to shout anti-Jewish 
slogans. They went up to Jewish stalls, and after knocking down 
the owners, destroyed the wares. At one stall. a Jewish woman 
who tried to defend her goods was knocked down and her stall 
completely destroyed. 

As usual, the police looked on without taking any action. It 
was only after repeated requests from Jewish trad rs that they 
arrested three of the attackers, who were. however. released 
immediately. According to the Nazi Danziger Vorpostex. these 
“brave young Nazis” did not commit ‘any crime punishable in 
Danzig. 

[t appears that the attack had been prepared beforehand. That 
morning, several Jews had been warned by young Nazis that “ to-day 
they would be finished off.” The night before, the attackers had 
)cen organised into special fighting groups with instructions to 
clear the market of all Jews, sparing no one. and wives of Nazis 
were notified that if they came to the market they would be able to 
have Jewish wares for nothing.

The Shomer is the only person 
having access to this refrigerator, it being kept constantly under lock and kes 
I saw the meat, pressed bee!, tongues, worsht, al! serle | with the seal of Rabbi 
Margolies, of New York, the label testifying that the meat was previously 
watered and salted according to the Din necessary. I examined the poultry 
and every bird was stampe.l on the leg with a seil that could not b removed.

1 was informed that the cooking is done under his continual supervision on the 
Friday. There ic a Jewish chef who takes meticulous care in the preparations 
of special Jewish dishes.

The Jews’ School would receive back 
the pupils who are its right, and the Manchester EF lucation Com 
mittee would have an easier task in placing the children from the 
new houses and flats in suitable schoo!s near at hand, Mr. Behrens 
iuformed the Jews’ School managers and subscribers, at the recent 
\nnual Meeting, that the Manchester Education Committee (of 
which he is a member also) would afford every facility to those 
pupils who wished to transfer. 

Unless steps such as this, coupled with increased aid by sub. 
scriptions from the Jewish community, be taken within the near 
future, it seems likely that the fear of the pessimists that the School 
Will ultimately be compelled to close, after a history of close on a 
hundred years, will only too surely be realised.

FOREIGN BARLEY IMPORTS 


There has been a good deal said lately about the wunport of foreign 
barley, which imports are naturally detrimental to the interests of British 
sericulture.

brewers do use a certain quantity ot foreign barley, which they must have 
in order to produce the brivht beers which the public demand but the 
quantity is nothing like so great as the public might assume to be the case 
from what appears from time to time in the Press.

“which Napoleon slept in,” and Walter King is Rosenberg, a proud, 
but alnost derelict young violist.
